By  that 
criterion!  Carl  Sander  ad- 
dress United  States  of  Amer- 
ica* qualified  as  an  avid 
collector*  for  he  made  that 
choice  many*  many  times  in 
the  late  1930s  and  1940s. 

Sander  didn't  look  like  a 
coin  collector.  If  he  had 
shown  up  at  most  local  coin 
club  meetings*  he  would  have 
been  promptly  ejected  because 
he  looked  I ike--and  was--a 


hobo . 

In  true  knight  of  royal 
road  tradition  of  a bygone 
time*  Sander  rode  the  rails 
and  boxcars*  worked  only  when 
he  had  to*  and  generally  es- 
chewed the  material  world  for 
a freedom  few  have  the  cour- 
age to  Pursue. 

His  arriva I in  a 
small  Midwestern  town  was 
something  like  a scene  from 
a comdedy  film  of  the  Period. 
He  would  disembark  as  the 
freight  rolled  to  a stop  in 
the  yards*  and  make  his  way

sheet  of  $10  notes.  That/s  six  notes  to  a sheet.  It  is 
probably  the  only  bank  in  the  United  States  that  ever 
issued  such  a sma I I number  of  notes.  This  note  is  a 
great  rarity?  the  only  one  known.  We  don't  know  what 
happened  to  the  other  five. 

The  Type-2  note  of  Wisconsin?  generally  speaking?  is 
scarce.  The  reason  the  Type-2  notes  are  scarce  is  be- 
cause this  is  the  last  issue  of  the  National  Bank  notes 
in  1929.  Of  course?  many  banks  returned  these  notes  af- 
ter they  were  no  longer  issued?  rather  than  keep  records 
of  them. 

The  Type-2  note  carries  the  charter  number  and  the 
serial  number  in  brown  ink  at  the  right  top  and  lower 

left.  This  distinguishes  them  from  the  Type-1  notes? 
which  have  just  a serial  number  and  not  a charter  num- 
ber. The  charter  number  on  these  notes  would  be  in 
black. 

The  small  size  National  Bank  currency  all  carry  the 
name  of  the  bank?  as  does  the  large  size  currency.  Of 
course?  these  were  just  issued  in  one  year?  1929. 

The  National  Bank  of  La  Crosse  was  chartered  in  1896 
and  is  still  operating.  This  bank  issued  $10  and  $20 
brown  backs?  $10  and  $20  Second  Charter  date  backs?  $10 
and  $20  Third  Charter  Plain  backs.  Then?  it  received  the 

Type-1  and  Type-2  small  size  notes.

Almost  20  years  ago*  my 
father  gave  me  five  Indian 
Head  cents  and  I found  a few 
and  there*  and  these  small 
acts  started  me  in  the  hobby 
of  coin  collect  ing . 

Twelve  years  ago*  I came 
to  Eau  Claire  to  work  and 
brought  with  me  a few  books 
on  coins  that  were  very  in- 
complete and  missing  all  semi- 
and  key-date  coins.  I certain 
I y didn't  want  to  spend  money 
for  a '50-D  nickel!  But  one 
day  I was  wandering  around 
downtown  and  stmbled  upon  a 
coin  shop*  that  was  at  that 


time  owned  by  Mr.  Clayton 
High.  I bought  a coin  paper 
and  began  to  ask  Mr.  High  all 
kinds  of  questions  and  found 
out  that  there  was  a coin 
club*  and  learned  where  it 

met.  It  was  back  them  12 
years  ago  that  I joined  the 
Chippewa  Valley  Coin  Club.

There  are  several  coins 
that  create  interest  with 
non- co I I ec t o rs  and  a couple 
of  them  would  be  the  1913 
Liberty  nickel  or  the  1804 
silver  dollar.  Neither  of 
those  coins  were  officially 
struck  by  the  U.S.  Mint  and 
neither  of  them  were  made  in 
the  year  shown  on  the  so-call- 
ed //coin.'/ 

Both  of  these  Pieces*  re- 
gardless of  the  pedigree*  are 
in  the  $100*000  to  $200*000 
value  range . 

The  American  Numismatic 
Society  in  New  York--not  to 
be  confused  with  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  in 
Colorado  Springs--has  one  of 
the  largest  coin  museums  in 


the  world.  It  just  acquired 
its  first  example  of  the 
/ / 1804  silver  dollar.// 

No  genuine  1804  silver  dol- 
lars are  known  to  exist*  that 
is  silver  dollars  struck  in 
1804  by  the  Mint.  All  of  the 
1804  silver  dollars  that  are 
known  were  struck  in  a Period 
between  1834  and  1858  surrep- 
ticiously  by  mint  employees. 

That  brings  up  the  next  in- 
teresting fact  about  the  1804 
that  was  recently  acquired  by 
the  ANS.  It  is  accompanied  by 
a document  attesting  to  its 
genuiness  as  an  issue  struck 
in  1804.  This  is  signed  by  the 
then  Mint  Superintendent*  En- 
graver of  the  Mint  and  the 
Curator  of  the  Mint  collection.

Wisconsin  Young  Numismatist 
Committee  (1973)  consisted  of 
Jerry  Lenser  of  La  Crosse* 

Gary  Hopkins  of  Oshkosh*  Ger- 
ald Johnson  of  Wisconsin  Ra- 
pids* and  Kurt  Krueger  of 
Eagle. 

A commercial  coin  show  was 
promoted  by  Krueger  at  the 
Brookfield  Mall  in  1973*  and 
some  proceeds  from  this  show 
were  used  to  establish  awards 
for  a YN  Program.  These  initial 
NOW  YN  awards  were  presented 
by  Krueger  to  Robert  Lee  of 
Madison  and  Tom  Neidenger  of 
Waukesha. 

With  the  success  of  the 
1973  coin  show  as  a matter  of 
record*  Krueger  Promoted  a 
second  show  at  the  Brookfield 
site  in  1974.

On  July  1*  1974*  a Wiscon-  1975 
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:study  is  out  of  the  question 
in  a world  which  daily  life 
provides  a lack  of  time  to

rness  and  Pleasure.  So*  all  too 
coften*  important  buying  de- 
cisions are  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  broker  or  deal- 
er who  is  in  charge  of  a par- 
ticular investor/s/col lector's 
caccount.  The  business  commun- 
ity is  geared  toward  conven- 
ience. Many  offer  Plans  of  in- 
vestment which  offer  monthly 
ppackages  of  material  on  ap- 
proval at  a p re-specified  a- 
mount.  There  is  no  question 
fthat  the  great  share  of  deal- 
ers who  offer  such  a service 
are  square-shooters*  but  what 
cof  the  unkown  percentage  who 
coffer  less  value  for  material 
provided  than  is  generally  ac- 
cepted as  fair  markup  over 
•wholesale  cost? 

Further*  what  of  those  who 
caver  rate  material?  The  in- 
wes to r/co I I ecto r who  has  not 
hqad  the  time  to  study*  or  who 
relies  100^  upon  his  resources 
will  be  in  for  a great  sur- 
prise on  the  day  he  wishes  to 
rash  in  his  booty.  Perhaps 
that  //boot  in  the  tail//  will 


awaken  him  to  the  facts  of  the 
business*  but  then  it  will  be 
too  late. 

The  solution  is  not  to  Pur- 
sue numismatic  investments* 
rather  to  study  that  which 
you  have  an  interest  in.  No 
inv e s t o r / c o I I ec t o r should  be 
without  a solid  knowledge  of 
the  fine  art  of  grading.  Since 
grading  is  where  a great  share 
of  problems  jell*  it  should  be 
without  precedent  on  your  list 
of  knowledge  to  grasp. 

Trial  orders  from  several 
dealers  for  like  material 
should  give  you  a good  idea 
as  to  proper  grading  prac- 
tices. If  you  are  fortunate 
enough  to  reside  near  an  ac- 
tive coin  club*  you  should  be- 
come involved  and  seek  the 
advice  of  those  who  have  al- 
rady  gone  through  the  learn- 
ing process.  Add  a little  com- 
mon sense*  and  you  should  soon 
develop  a feel  for  grading.  As 
time  marches  forward*  you 
should  become  an  astute*  ac- 
curate grader. 

Many  frown  upon  any  adverse 
publicity*  but  not  talking  of 
potential  Problems  tends  to 
make  certain  situations  worse. 
The  fact  that  many  modern  coun 
terfeits  exist  in  the  numis-

/'dem  o I / hills.'/  A great  in- 
flux of  valuable  reference 
books  have  been  Placed  on  the 
market  in  the  Past  several 
years.  The  knowledge  of  many 
decades'  study  is  now  avail- 
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able  to  all  who  seek  to  broad- 
en their  horizons.  There  was  a 
time  when  much  of  the  now  a- 
vailable  information  was  stor- 
ed in  the  minds  of  a very  few. 

The  advantages  of  being 
able  to  glean  the  knowledge 
of  research  of  the  very  ad- 
vanced is*  perhaps*  the  most 
valuable  tool  of  all.
